1. Charges ; Ms. Villa agrees to waive Indictment and to plead guilty to a one-count 
information charging a violation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 641 (Embezzlement of 
Government Money). It is understood that the guilty plea will be based on a factual admission of 
guilt to the offense charged to be made before the Court by Ms. Villa and w 11 be entered in 
accordance with Rule 11 of the Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure. Ms. Villa agrees that the 
attached "Statement of the Offense" fairly and accurately describes Ms. Vil a's actions and 
involvement in embezzling money from the U.S. Treasury. It is anticipated that during the Rule 1 1 
plea hearing, Ms. Villa will adopt and sign the Statement of the Offense as a v^ritten proffer of 
evidence. 

2. Potential penalties, assessments, and restitution : Ms. Villa understands thai the 
maximum sentence that can be imposed is ten years imprisonment, a fine of $ 250,000, or a fine of 
twice the pecuniary gain or loss pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 3571(d), a $100 special assessment, a 
three-year term of supervised release, an order of restitution, and an obligation to pay any applicable 
interest or penalties on fines or restitution not timely made. Notwithstanding the ma: c imum sentence, 
Ms. Villa understands that the sentence to be imposed in this case will be determir ed by the Court, 
guided by the factors enimierated in 1 8 U.S.C. § 3553(a), including a consideration of the guidelines 
and pohcies promulgated by the United States Sentencing Guidelines Commission, Guidelines 
Manual (2004) (hereinafter "Sentencing Guidelines"). Ms. Villa understands tl at this sentence, 
including the appHcable sentencing guideline range, will be determined solely by t le Court, and the 
government cannot and does not make any promises, representations or predictions regarding what 
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sentence the Court will impose. Ms. Villa further understands that if the Court in 
that is in any way unsatisfactory to her, she cannot withdraw her guihy plea.

officer or Court — the Government is free under this agreement to seek an increase in the offense
